ASPARAGUS 
ASPARAGUS WITH BREAD CRUMBS 


Clean and cut asparagus in even lengths, tie together and boil 
in salt water until tender. Take stale bread, brown or dry in th 
oven, then roll fine with a rolling pin, and put through flour sieve. 
These crumbs are nice for many things and can be kept a long time. 
Take a tablespoonful of these fine crumbs and brown in about two 
tablespoonfuls of butter. Pour hot over the drained hot asparagus. 


ASPARAGUS WITH CREAM SAUCE 


Cut tender part of asparagus in about one-inch lengths. Boil 
until tender, then make a cream sauce using half milk and for the 
other half take some of the liquid in which asparagus has been 


boiled. 
ASPARAGUS IN RAMEKINS 


Boil asparagus until soft. Cut the tops and tender parts about 
one-inch in length. Make a sauce of one cup sour cream, yolks of 
two eggs well beaten, some small mushrooms, salt and pepper. 
Put the asparagus tips into this sauce. Place in ramekins, sprinkle 
Parmeson cheese and bread crumbs on the top. Place in a shallow 
pan of water and bake. These may also be served in patty cases. 


ARTICHOKES 


Cut off part of stem of artichoke, wash weil and boil in salted 
water until tender. Let cool and serve on lettuce leaves, with either 
mayonnaise, or French dressing. Artichokes are also very good 
served hot, with melted butter. 


ARTICHOKE SAUTE 


Cut artichokes into quarters and remove the chokes. Trim the 
leaves neatly and parboil quarters in salted water and drain. Lay 
them in a casserole, season with salt, pepper and one-fourth cup 
butter; one-fourth cup of mushrooms chopped fine may be added. 
Cover and cook in a moderate oven twenty-five minutes. Serve 
with any desired sauce. Hollandaise is best. 


HOLLANDAISE SAUCE 
A few grains cayenne pepper. 
44 teaspoontul salt. 
f a 4 cup boiling water. 

With a wooden or silver spoon rub the butter to a cream, add 
yolks one at a time. Beat well, add lemon juice, salt and pepper. 
About five minutes before serving add the boiling water.

BEANS 
BEAN SALAD 
Take young beans, string and cut into small pieces. Boil in 
salt water until tender. Then pour off water. While still warm 


mix in one onion cut fine, parsley chopped fine, salt, pepper, oil and 


vinegar to taste. 
BEAN SPROUTS 


This is a new vegetable and very good. Wash the sprouts 
thoroughly and boil in water until tender, which will be in about 
one-half hour. Then drain well and put in skillet in which a little 
butter or bacon fat preferably, has been melted. Let simmer in 
fat for a little while and add the usual seasonings. 


DRIED LIMA BEA‘IS 

Wash one pint of dry lima beans thoroughly in warm water. 
Soak three hours, and then put on to cool in enough boiling water 
to cover them. Add more water as it boils away, and let boil rapidly 
until beans are done. [Five minutes before serving, season with 
salt and pepper and stir in a dressing made of one tablespoonful 
each of flour and butter, rubbed together until smooth. The beans 
prepared in this way are very appetizing. 


BEETS 


' PICKLED BEETS 


Slice one quart boiled beets, place in a stone jar and pour over a 
seasoning made of one pint of vinegar, salt, pepper and a little sugar. 
If vinegar is too strong dilute with a little water. 


BUTTERED BEETS 
Wash beets and cook whole. Do not cut them, as that destroys 
the sweetness and color. Cook in boiling water until tender. Then 
peel quickly, cut in dice, serve hot with salt, pepper, a little sugar 


and melted butter. 
SWISS CHARD 


Chard may be prepared in the same way as spinach; or the stem 
may be preparec like asparagus; either by cutting into long pieces, 
and tying into small bundles and serving with melted butter, or by 
cutting into small pieces, and creaming. The green may be pre- 
pared in the following way. Strip them from the thick stem, then 
steam or boil like spinach tops. When sufficiently cooked, strain 
and chop fine, seasoning with salt, pepper, bacon drippings or 
butter. Put in center of dish and surround by the creamed stems.

BRUSSELS SPROUTS 


Pick over one pint of the little cabbage-like heads, remove wilted 
leaves, soak in cold salted water. Cook in boiling salt water twenty 
minutes or until easily pierced with afork. Now take a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, the same amount of fiour, put in saucepan over fire 
and stir well tocother. Add slowly cup of milk and let it come to 
a boil. VPut in sprouts, seasoning and let all simmer together for a 


few moments. 
CABBAGE 


RED CABBAGE 
, Cut the cabbage fine and add two sli¢Ged apples and salt and 
imix well together. Now take a kettle, heat in it about a tablespoon- 
ful of drippings, cut up an onion in it very fine, add the cabbage and 
stew slowly. Cover up and add a little hot water after it boils about 
five minutes. When tender put in a little vinegar, a few cloves. 
some brown sugar and a little cinnamon. If necessary, add more 


sugar. : 
CABBAGE COLD SLAW 
Yolks of two eggs. Add _ teaspoonful dry mustard, one tea- 
spoonful salt, one tablespoonful sugar and a little cayenne pepper. 
all well together. Then add two large spoonfuls of olive oil 
and a little cream or milk and last of all one cup of boiling water. 
Pour this over finely cut or chopped cabbage. 


2 CARROT PUDDING 

One cup grated raw carrots. One heaping teaspoonful soda. 

One cup grated raw potatoes. One-half teaspoonful salt. 

One cup sugar. One cup raisins. 

One-half teaspoonful cloves. One tablespoonful shortening. 

One teaspoonful cinnamon. One cup flour. 

sugar, shortening, carrots and seasoning together. Add the 
potatoes, into which you have put the baking soda. Lastly, put in 
raisins and flour. Pour into a well greased covered pudding pan, 
and boil two hours.

Heat one tablespoonful of fat. Put in scraped and finely cut 
carrots. Salt and add water to cover. Cook until tender; thicken 
with a little flour, and add one tablespoonful of brown sugar. 


CAULIFLOWER 


CAULIFLOWER WITH CREAM SAUCE 
Put cauliflower with stem side down in boiling water, and salt 
and cook until tender. Leave whole if possible. Then take two 
tablespoonfuls butter and the same amount of flour. Add 4 cup 
of water in which cauliflower has been cooked and 4%cup of milk. 
Blend well to prevent being lumpy, season with salt and pepper, 
and allow all to boil together a few moments. Then pour sauce 
over cauliflower and serve. 
CAULIFLOWER WITH BREAD CRUMBS 
Cook uncovered until tender. Drain, and put in vegetable dish. 
In the meantime take finely pulverized and dried bread crumbs and 
fry in plenty of butter until brown. Pour over cauliflower and 


serve. 
CELERY 
CELERY VICTOR 


Take the very small stalks of celery, clean well and leave whole. 
Boil in soup stock if possible, if not in salted water. Serve very cold 
on lettuce leaves with French dressing. Very good. 

CREAMED CELERY 

Cut the cleaned celery stalks into pieces about one inch long 
and cook in boiling salt water until tender. For three cups of 
pieces make a half-pint of white sauce. Make a white sauce of one 
tablespoonful of butter and two of flour, a little milk and some of 
the water in which the celery has been boiled. Season to taste. 


CHAYOTE 


1. Fried like onion. Slice very thin and fry with quantity of 
onion in bacon drippings. This is both quick and good.

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CUCUMBERS 


CUCUMBERS (LITTLE VINEGAR PICKLES) 

Take small cucumbers and wash well. For three days in suc- 
cession put on fresh salt water. Then remove and putinjars. Cook 
vinegar with cloves, whole pepper, allspice and a little sugar. Pour 
boiling hot over the pickles and cover quickly 

CUMBER PICKLES, SLICED 

Slice about twenty-five medium-sized cucumbers without peel- 
ing, one-eighth-inch thick. Sprinkle well with salt and let stand 
three hours, then drain. Add a brine made of one quart vinegar, 
one cup best salad oil, one-half ounce mustard seed, one-half 
ounce of celery seed, two tablespoonfuls of sugar and two onions, 
sliced. Mix well and pack in jars. Use best pickling vinegar and see 
that pickles are in brine closely covered. Will keep. 


PLANT 


EGG-PLANT BAKED WITH BREAD CRUMBS 


Peel the egg-plant and cut it into inch dice. Putit into a sauce- 
pan with a little boiling water. Simmer very gently until tender, 
but not entirely done—ten to fifteen minutes. Then throw it into 
a colander and drain as dry as possible, squeezing out the water 
with a saucer. Meanwhile fry an onion in butter. When the egg- 
plant is thoroughly drained. remove the saucepan and onions from 
the fire and stir in the egg-plant, a little chopped parsley, pepper, 
salt and a little vinegar and two tablespoonfuls of butter. If the 
egg-plant has been properly drained it will absorb the butter entirely. 
Put into a baking dish, cover the top with brown bread-crumbs and 


| dots of butter and bake 20 to 25 minutes in a good oven. 


EGG-PLANT, FRIED 
Peel and cut egg-plant into slices, not too thin. Put slices into 
salt water, with a plate on top to keep them under. Let them 
remain in water for several hours. When ready to cook dry the egg- 
plant on a towel. Dip in beaten eggs, and cover with cracker or 
bread crumbs. Fry in deep fat. 
GG-PLANT, BAKED 
Parboil egg-plant after peeling. Then chop, but not very fine. 
Season with pepper and salt and add a couple of hard-boiled eggs, 


| ghopped; and a tablespoonful of cream. Putin baking dish, sprinkle 


top with bread crumbs and bake about twenty minutes. 
KOHL-RABI 


Remove the leaves and put into a saucepan, cover with boiling 
water and boil for forty minutes. Peel the turnip-shaped globes 
and boil in another utensil until tender—30 to 35 minutes. Add one 
teaspoonful of salt to each quart of water. The leaves are drained, 
then chopped fine. To each quart of greens add one cupful of cream 
sauce, which has been flavored with one tablespoonful of grated 
onion. Pour into a shallow dish. The globes are laid around the 
top or they may be chopped and put throughout the green. As the 
leaves get dark when cooked and the globes white it makes a very 


attractive dish. 
KALE WITH BACON 


Wash the kale well. Put into pot, and cover with boiling water. 
Cook unc five minutes or longer. 
When done drain, and press out all the water. Chop fine and add 
the seasoned sauce, and mix well. For the sauce fry five or six thin 


' slices of bacon very carefully so drippings will not get brown. Remove 


bacon; and put into oven until needed. To the drippings add one 
tablespoonful of finely cut onion. Cook for a few minutes, add two 
tablespoonfuls of flour mixing all until smooth. Put in then slowly 
one cupful of Cook for five minutes, season with pepper to 
taste, and if the bacon is not very salty add salt. Serve the kale on 
a shallow dish and garnish with the slices of bacon. If desired, a 
pee orheued egg cut in slices would add to the attractiveness of this 
di 


LETTUCE 


STEWED LETTUCE 

Lettuce may be cooked in the same way as spinach. Boil ANE 
tender. Then drain off water, and chop very fine. Take a skillet, 
put in two tablespoonfuls of butter, the same amount of flour, 
blend well and add about one-half cup of milk. Into this put the 
Stir well, Sesouine With salt and pepper. If too 
thick a little more milk may be used 

LETTUCE AND PEAS 

Shell peas and shred lettuce. Put peas on to cook with very 
little water. When nearly done add shredded lettuce, and let steam 
together. Season with salt, pepper, a little sugar and butter, and 
thicken with a little four, which has been rubbed smooth in water. 


OKRA AND TOMATOES 


Wash and cut one quart of okra into thin slices. Boil the okra 
and two cups of tomatoes slowly without a cover for 30 minutes. 
Add salt, pepper and about two tablespoons of butter. Serve around 
or over boiled rice. Okra is very good in all kinds of soups and may 
be combined with nearly any vegetable. 


ONIONS 


SMALL ONIONS CREAMED OR AU GRATIN 

Put small onions in cold water and peel, then put in rapidly 
boiling water and change this after the first five minutes of boiling. 
Put them into fresh boiling water and cook until onions are 
tender. Serve with cream sauce. 

For onions au gratin put the creamed onions into a buttered 
baking dish, cover with grated cheese and bits of butter and let 
bake in oven a few moments, or until cheese is thoroughly melted. 

ONIONS, ROASTED 

Peel as many onions as desired and bake in same pan as meat. 
Lamb preferably. Put in pan about one hour before meat is done 
and serve on platter around roast. 
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ORANGE MARMALADE 


To six oranges take three lemons. Slice in round pieces an_ 
weigh. To each pound of fruit take three-quarters of a quart of 
water. Pour over fruit and let stand twenty-four hours. Then put 
on stove and let boil until skin is tender and let stand another 
twenty-four hours. Then take one cup of sugar to each up of fruit 
and boil a small quantity atatime. It will take from about twenty 
minutes to one-half hour before it will have cooked sufficiently. 
Pour into glasses and cover with parrafin when cold. 


PARSNIPS 
PARSNIP SAUTE 


__ Scrape parsnips and lay them in cold, sait water for 
time. Split lengthwise, put in salted boiling water and cook until 
tender. Drain and cut in long narrow strips. Put them into a 
saucepan with a large lump of butter and shake occasionally until 
butter is absorbed and edge of the parsnips become slightly browned, 
but do not allow them to fry crisp. Add finely chopped parsley, 
pepper anda salt to the parsnips and serve. 


MASHED PARSNIPS 
eee boiled the parsnips very tender, mash through a colander, 
add a large lump of butter, pepper, salt and milk enough to make 
@puree. Serve in a mound on a hot dish or add a little more milk 
and serve as a puree with veal cutlets, etc. 


PEAS 


GREEN PEA TIMBALES 
Cook one quart peas and rub through a sieve. To one cup pea 
pulp add two beaten eggs, two tablespoons melted butter, two-thirds 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, a few grains cayenne 
and afew drops onion juice. Turn into buttered molds: set in pan 
of hot water; cover with buttered paper and bake until firm. Serve 
plain or with cream sauce. 


EDIBLE POD PEA 
This is an unusual vegetable and not often found on the market. 
The whole vegetable is used—both pod and pea. Remove ends of 
pod and string; cut in one or two pieces across the width; cook with 
not too much water until done; add salt, pepper, sugar if necessary, 
a little butter and thicken slightly with a little flour mixed smooth 


in water. 
PEPPERS 


STEWED GREEN SWEET PEPPERS 

Cut the peppers into halves lengthwise, then into quarters and 
remove all the seeds and white fiber. Soak the peppers in cold water 
for half an hour, drain and put into a saucepan. Cover with boiling 
water, add one teaspoonful of salt; boil for 30 minutes, pour into a 
colander and drain. Set the colander on a plate and put into a 
warm oven. Place in a warm dish to serve, pouring over the peppers 
one tablespoon of melted butter, sprinkling them with pepper. 
This is very good with hamburg steak or with meat loaf—especially 
if rice is to be served with the meat. 


BELL PEPPERS AS A RELISH 


Wash the peppers well. Cut in rings about one-quarter-inch in 
thickness. Remove veins and seeds. Serve very cold. Looks very 
nice when served in same dish with radishes and celery. 

BELL PEPPERS, BAKED 

Scrape out seeds, etc., very carefully; then take skins chop up 
fine and mix with cooked corn. Put in dish, sprinkle plenty of 
cheese on top and bake. 

STUFFED BELL PEPPERS 

To a dozen peppers take a half-pound of chopped pork and beet. 
Mix a little cf all kinds of vegetables, salt, pepper, one hard boiled 
egg chopped fine and one raw egg and a little cracker crumbs to 
keep it together; also a piece of butter. Cut the top off and hollow 
out the pepper, then stuff, sprinkle a little cheese on top. replace 
tops and bake for three-quarters of an hour. 


PICKLES, TURMERIC 


One quart medium-sized cucumbers, one quart small onions, 
one quart green tomatoes sliced, one quart cauliflower cut in pieces, 
eight green chili peppers, seeds removed and cut fine, one quaré 
string beans, one quart celery and four pimientoes all cut small. 
Soax over night in weak brine. Three quarts of vinegar, six table- 
spoonfuls ground mustard, one-half pound yellow mustard seed. 
one ounce turmeric powder, one pound white sugar, one level tea- 
spoon cayenne pepper, one-quarter cupful of flour. 

Preparing pickles: Drain pickles from salt water, place in kettle 
with water and about one pint of vinegar. Allow to scald thoroughly, 
then pour that liquid off. Then pour vinegar over pickles. Dilute 
vinegar if too strong. Let pickles come to a boii and cook for ten 
minutes. Take turmeric powder, add to mustard, mix with some 
of the hot vinegar. When well mixed add flour ana sugar and stir 
in pickles. Let boil until thick. Putin jars and cover while hot. 


POTATOES 
NEW POTATOES, BROWNED 


Wash potatoes well and boil until done. Then take off skin. 
Into a skillet put a good-sized piece of butter or drippings. When 
hot put in potatoes and let brown nice and evenly all over. 

STEWED POTATCES 

Take small potatoes or large ones and cut in pieces about the 
size of a walnut. Take about two tablespoonfuls of fat and put in 
saucepan. When hot put in one onion sliced and t} he vpotatoes. 
Salt and pepper to taste. Let cook in fat a little while, but watch 
carefully to prevent burning. Then add alittle water, not a much, 
cover tightly and let simmer for about three-quarters of an hour. 
If you like them sour a little vinegar may be added. 
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NEW POTATOES WITH PARSLEY 


Scrape off skins and boil potatoes until done. In another sauce-- 


an put about two tablespoonfuls of butter and add to that very 
Panekonved parsley. Let come toa boil and pour over the potatoes 
just before sending to the table. 


POTATOES AND APPLES 
I 


Take one tablespoonful of fat, add an onion cut in pieces and 
allow to brown, then put in half cup of sugar, also browning it. 
Finally put in potatoes and let steam for a few minutes, then salt 
and enough water to half cover them. Pare, core and quarter 
apples and add to potatoes about 15 minutes before potatoes are 
ready for the table and let both cook together. 


POTATOES AND APPLES 
1] 


Equal portions of each, peel and slice them; put on salt and 
just enough waterto zook them. When done, mash, add tablespoon 
of butter, cinnamon and sugar to taste. 


RHUBARB 


RHUBARB CUSTARD PIE j 

Strip the skin carefully from the stalks of the pieplant, cut into 
small pieces, scald with boiling water, then drain and press out 
every drop of water with your hands. Now set over the fire to stew 
with as little water as possible. When done, press through a colander 
or wire sieve, sweeten to taste, flavor with grated nutmeg or lemon. 
Beat up the yolks of two eggs for each pie and mix with rhubarb. 
Bake the crust first and use the white for the meringue or else use 
the whole eggs for the pie and bake with strips of dough across the 


top. 

RHUBARB PRESERVE 
_ . To three pounds of rhubarb add three pounds of sugar and the 
juice of three lemons. Cook thirty minutes. Then add the grated 
rind of the lemen and if desired half pound of chopped almonds. 
Let all cook 30 minutes longer. 


SALSIFY OR OYSTER PLANT 
SALSIFY OR OYSTER PLANT, CREAMED 


Scrape oyster plant well and cut in slices. Put in a bowl of 
water with a little lemon juice to retain whiteness. Drain and cook 
three-quarters of an hour in enough boiling water to cover. Add 
salt after a little while. When done drain and serve with cream 


sauce. 
SALSIFY OR OYSTER PLANT AS SALAD 


Cook the same as in the preceding recipe. When done drain 
and let cool and then serve on lettuce leaves with French dressing. 


SPINACH 


In a saucepan put about two tablespoonfuls of butter or any 
preferred butter substitute. Cut up a little onion in very small 
pieces and brown slightly in the fat. Put in two tablespoonfuls of 
fiour and let brown. Add to this very slowly, about one cup of soup 
stock and stir well so that it forms a smooth paste, then add the 
spinach which has been cooked and chopped fine. Season with salt, 
pepper and a little nutmeg and garnish with a hard boiled egg cut 


in fancy shapes. 
SPINACH PUDDING 


Cream two ounces of butter and mix well with three yolks of 
eggs. Put in four tablespoonfuls of spinach and the same amount 
of bread crumbs, which have been dried in oven and rolled very fine; 
also about one-quarter cup milk. Season with salt, pepper and a 
little nutmeg. At the very last the well beaten whites of the eggs. 
Put in buttered form and place in pan of boiling water. Cover 
closely and let boil steadily from thirty to forty minutes. Turn on 
large plate and sprinkle with bread crumbs browned in butter. 
Decorate with parsley and hard boiled eggs cut in rings or quarters. 


SQUASH 
SUMMER SQUASH, BAKED 


Cut in half and bake with plenty of butter. 


il. 
Cut tops off, scrape out centers, take out, mix with peas, carrots 
or any vegetable: butter, season, put back in shells and bake. 


SUMMER SQUASH AND TOMATOES 


. _ Seald and skin tomatoes. Peel squash and cut in quarter or 
eighths ifvery large. In asaucepan put a little butter. When hot 
add a medium-sized onion finely cut and a bell pepper also cut in 
pieces. When onion commences to turn yellow add squash and 
let cook a little while. Watch carefully to prevent burning. Then 
put in tomatoes which have been cut in pieces and let all cook 
together until squash is tender. Season with salt and pepper. A 
little water may be found necessary. 


WINTER SQUASH 


Cut up, scrape out insides, pare the pieces and stew in as little 
water as possible. Cook an hour, mash in kettle and if watery, let 
stand on the fire a few moments, stirring until dry. Season with 
butter, cream, salt and pepper. 

__. Winter squash is also cooked by cutting in pieces without par- 
ing, baking and serving like potatoes.

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SOUPS 


DRIED LIMA BEAN SOUP 

Wash well one cupful beans. Soak over night in plenty of 
water. In the morning put on to cook. When the boiling point is 
reached put in quarter of a teaspoonful of baking soda. Let boil 
a minute or two, then pour-off water and replenish with plenty of 
fresh boiling water. When soft remove from stove, put through 
sieve and mash well. Put on stove in saucepan a tablespoonful of 
any kind of fat and blend with two tablespoonfuls of flour, then 
add slowly the bean puree. If too thick a little water may be added. 
Season with salt, pepper and tomato catsup to taste. Serve with 


bread croutons. . 
CREAM OF PEA SOUP 


Measure before shelling two quarts of peas. Boil and put 
through colander. Blend well together two tablespoons each of 
flour and butter and pour into them gradually one quart. of milk 
boiling hot. Put in double boiler and when thick add the peas and 
two quarts of rich soup stock. Season with salt and cayenne. Just 
before serving add a quart of whipped cream. This makes a large 
quantity and less of each ingredient may be used. 


SPINACH SOUP. 

Make a cream soup of two tablespoons of butter, two tablespoons 
flour and two cups of milk. Add salt and pepper to taste and about 
one-half cup of finely chopped, cooked spinach. If too thick, add 
a little more milk. See recipe for cooked spinach. 

VEGETABLE SOUP I. 


Take any variety of vegetable desired. Cook in water until well 
done and season to taste with salt and pepper. 
put aside. Now take two tablespoonfuls of butter and the same oi 
flour; also the yolk of one egg and stir well together. Put on stove 
and add slowly the strained vegetable stock and let come to a boil. 

If desired, some of the vegetables can be cut in fancy shapes, 
cooked separately and added to the finished soup.’ 

VEGETABLE SOUP Il. 

Cut up carrots fine to the amount of one-third cupful, and the 
same amount of cabbage cut fine, one and one-half cupful of pota- 
toes, diced; one medium-sized onion, sliced; one cupful strained 
tomatoes. Take four tablespoonfuls of butter, put in skillet and 
add all vegetables except potatoes and tomatoes. Cook 10 minutes 
stirring constantly. The potatoes may then be put in and all cooked 
together ten minutes longer. Then add one and one-half quarts 
water, the tomato juice and allow all to cook slowly about one hour. 
Season with salt, pepper and a teaspoonful of sugar. Just before 
Sono some very finely chopped parsley. Use any desired 
vegetables. 


SWEET POTATOES, MASHED 


Peel and boil four medium-sized potatoes. When soit drain off 
water and mash well. Add one-quarter cup milk or cream, one 
tablespoonful butter; a little salt and sugar if desired. 


May be served this way or put in buttered baking dish and 


browned in oven. 


TOMATOES 


TOMATO TOAST 

Take a pint of strained tomatoes. Put in sauce pan and season 
with salt, pepper, sugar and butter to taste. Thicken with a table- 
spoonful of flour rubbed smooth with a little water. Just before 
serving mix quickly with one-half pint of cream and pour over thin 
slices of buttered toast. 

A nice supper dish. 

TOMATOES SERVED WHOLE AS SALAD 

Take tomatoes, scald and peel carefully, cut off top end and 
remove pulp. Turn upside down and let drain. Take celery stalks, 
clean and cut in small pieces, bell peppers chopped fine, a little 
onion and parsley; also some of the tomato pulp. Mix all together 
and chill. Just before serving season with salt and pepper. Fill 
tomatoes and on top of each one put a tablespoontul of mayonnaise. 


TOMATO JELLY , 

One can tomatoes, six cloves, one bay leaf, two slices onion, one 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon sugar, lemon peel, five whole peppers, 
one-quarter box gelatine soaked in water. Boil tomatoes with spices 
and onion until soft, strain, then add gelatine, stir until dissolved. 
Pour in mold and allow to cool. When hard turn out on lettuce 
leaves and serve with mayonnaise or French dressing. 


FRIED TOMATOES 


Peel tomatoes and cut crosswise in large slices. Salt and pepper 
each piece and then dip the slice in flour and then into beaten egg. 
Fry immediately in plenty of hot fat. 

i TOMATO PRESERVES 

One pound yellow pear tomatoes, or the red ones sliced rather 
thickly. Scald and peel either kind. Then cover with one pound 
sugar and let stand over nigat. Pour of syrup and boil until ciear 
and quite thick. Skim, add to the tomatoes a few pieces of ginger 
root and one lemon sliced and seeded. Cook until the fruit is clear. 


PS 
TURNIPS AND POTATOES 


Peel four or five large yellow turnips and two large potatoes. 
Lay in cold salted water 30 minutes. Drain. Put in salted boiling 
water, cover and boil until tender. Drain very dry, mash through 
a coarse sieve. Add butter, a little cream, pepper 2nd salt. Form 
neatly into a mound and dot all over with black pepper. Or make 
the puree softer by adding more milk and butter and serve around 
veal saute, etc. The addition of potatoes is ot importance. 

DICED TURNIPS 

Cut vegetables in dice, boil until nearly done in as little water 
as possible. Salt and a little sugar to taste. When boiled as dry as 
possible, add two or three teaspoonfuls of cream and a beaten egg.

Class 1. The Chewing Insect, or as otherwise known, the leaf-eating insects. In this class are found all caterpillars, beetles, 
worms, iarva, grubs, etc. These destroy plant life by eating the plants. To control them it is only necessary to coat the plants with a 
thin layer of poison so that in eating the plant or any part of it they get some poison also and are quickly killed. This is the remedy used 
on practically all the apples that we eat to keep out the apple worm, on cabbage to keep out the cabbage worm, on potatoes against 
the potato beetle, on corn against the corn ear worm, and in many other instances. : : : 

Class 2. Another class is known as the sucking insects. The most common one of this type is the green aphis or louse that is 
always present on our rose bushes in the spring of the year. Instead of eating the plant, these insects have a mouth part acting like a 
mosquito’s in that they thrust it underneath the surface of the leaf or the stem and suck the juice of the plant. In this class we find 
all the plant lice, all the scale insects, mealy bug, red spider, thrips, hoppers, and many, many others. ‘ 

Class 3. The next class of garden troubles is known as the plant disease section. Here we find the common mildew, the 
blights, the rusts, and the various other fungous and bacterial diseases. The fungous diseases are comparatively easy to control, while the 
bacterial diseases such as walnut blight, pear blight, etc., are almost impossible to control. al 

Ciass 4. There are also the classes among which are included the root worms which cannot be controlled by insecticides, and 
the rodents as typified by the gophers and squirrels. __ } :

How to Estimate the Contents ofa Round Stack

SHRINKAGE OF GRAIN ; 

In deciding to keep their grain farmers should take into account 
the shrinkage. Wheat will shrink two quarts to the bushel in six 
months from the time it is threshed. Corn shrinks much more, 
the shrinkage being nearly one fifth of the whole amount. So 
that for corn forty cents from the field is as much as fifty cents in 
March. In the case of potatoes, the loss from October to May 
is about thirty-three per cent.

CULTURE—Beans respond very readily to good soil and cultivation. A light rich, 
well-drained loam is the most desirable. The use of manure is advisable but should 


-be used sparingly as it might make the plant run too much to vine. There is no 


plant more sensitive to cold and wet than the bean. We therefore advise not to 
plant until the ground has become dry and warm. The largest returns will result 
in planting in drills from 2 to 3 feet apart. Cover the seed one and one-half 
inches deep and thin the young plants 3 to 6 inches apart in the row. If planted 
in hills, about 2 feet apart each way. 


KEEP THEM COMING 
For rotation, plant at intervals of from oneto two weeks. The plants until time 
of blossoming should have frequent shallow cultivation. but any mutilation of the 
roots by cultivation aiter the plants come into blossom is likely to cause the 
blossoms to blast and so cut off the crop. Cultivation should always be very 
shallow and it is useless to expect a crop from a field so poorly prepared as to need 
deep stirring after planting.

Aphis can be controlled by a nicotine spray or with tobacco 
dust; Red Spider and Mildew by dusting with sulphur, and 
Rust by spraying or dusting with Bordeaux Mixture. See page 8. 

The most serious pest is the Bean Weevil, which only be- 
comes apparent after harvesting. The only remedy is to fum- 
igate the beans with Carbon Bisulphide at the rate of two 
ounces to 100 pounds. A simple method is to put the seed in 
a tightlyclosed room or in a small container and place the 
Carbon Bisulphide in saucers at the top, allowing it to

THE MELON APHIS 


__ The melon aphis is in some seasons one of the most important enemies of melons and some other crops, and is injurious 
like other aphides by piercing the plants affected, with its beak and thus sapping their vitality. It occurs from early spring to 
late in autumn on cucurbits of all kinds, many other crops and weeds of great variety and in its season of abundance, notably 
following springs that are cool and rainy, it frequently does very serious damage, causing the leaves attacked to curl, shrivel and | 
lose color, interfering with the ultimate development of the fruit, if not killing the plants outright. The melon aphis is variable 
dark green in color and of sluggish habit. 


Method’ of Control 


The severe losses occasioned by this insect in seasons when it multiplies in unusual numbers could be largely mitigated and. 
in small areas, almost entirely prevented if the employment of methods of destruction were begun upon its first appearance, 
First of all, it is necessary to familiarize oneself with the insect and the condition of the plants by which its presence is manifest 
that measures of control may be instituted before it is too late. In ordinary seasons it is controlled by natural elements and 
insect enemies alone, and when the weather is unfavorable to the development of the latter the grower should be on the alert. 
The lice may be killed by spraying with tobacco extract such as Black Leaf 40 or Floral Nicotine, or by dusting with Tobacco 
Dust. Since the insects are usually found on the under sides of the leaves it is very essential that these parts be thoroughly 
sprayed or dusted. We recommend thorough spraying or dusting as the only means of effectively controlling this insect. See 
also Insecticide Section in back part of catalog.

CULT URE—Many different methods of planting onions are in practice but the one most practical to the general market grower 
is the following method: 


Planting in this section usually starts in December, January and February unless the season is exceptional and then possibly earlier. 


Cebolla 


The primary requisite is good seed and in this we excel, our seed being produced by experts who have been growing for us for 
years and our trade has been greatly increasing due to the excellence of our seed. 

Sow onion seed with a seed drill in rows 14 inches apart, using on this basis from 4 to 4% pounds of seed per acre. The land must 
be thoroughly plowed, disked, and harrowed when necessary. It is impossible to prepare your land too carefully in growing the onion 
as it responds readily and in order to get maximum yields, thorough preparations must be made. 

As soon as the plants appear, hand weeding must start both in and between the rows. From this point on the plants must have 
a steady even growth as a check whether from disease or drought will cause them to go to seed extensively. When the onions are ready 
for harvesting the tops will be well_ripened down. If, however. the tops are still green we would suggest running a light roller or plank 
over the field to press them down. In ten days after this operation the onions should be pulled and left in the field one deep to dry. 
When thoroughly dried the tops can be removed. However we do not recommend this until ready to ship to market. If the onions are 
to be kept any period of time they should not be sacked but put on a floor or in a bin where there is a complete circulation of air. In 
some localities the transplanting system is followed. If this is done the seed should be planted in beds during August and September 
and transplanted to permanent field during February and March. Theseed should be sown broadcast in the bed about 44 of aninch deep. 
When transplanted they are put in rows 14inches apart and 6 inches apart in the row.

always be kept well drained. Heavy adobe or clay soilis good but here irrigation must be carefully practicea. 

Cn this latter soil onions do not color up as well nor are they as even in shape as on lighter soil. 

Never pick weedy iand for onions and avoid lands just free of grain crops. Garden lands 

“.. are always preferable. Repeated planting for more than two successive seasons on the 
= same ground is not advisable as onion diseases are bound to appear.

Peas may be planted in almost any kind of soil. In light soil during the warmer 
months they should be planted about 3 inches deep so as to be near moisture. In 
heavier soils or in fall months plant about 1 inch deep, that warmth may penetrate 
and help germinate the seed. 

Excessive moisture will rot the seed, so do not irrigate after seed is planted until 
the plants are well out of the ground; this is an important point. Cultivate after each 
irrigation. Usual planting is at rate of 60 pounds per acre. 

One of the commonest diseases of peas is Mildew, which is overcome by thorough 
dusting with sulphur in the early morning while the plants are still moist with dew.

GROWING CORN FOR THE SILO 

CULTURE. Generally speaking the seed should be sown in drills 34 feet apart using 15 to 30 pounds of seed per acre, the amount 
planted depending upon the purpose for which the silage is to be used. 

Whenever less grain and more bulk is desired, more seed may be planted to the acre, giving a greater amount of leaf and stalk but less 
earcorn. For fattening beef cattle the opposite is true; the more ears produced the greater the fattening properties, and for that reason 
less seed should be sown per acre, giving it a better opportunity to mature. In either case the tonnage per acre will be the same. In 
the one case there will be more leaf and stalk and less ears and in the other instance the opposite, less stalk and leaf but more grain. 

Also, by the use of these varieties, if the grower wishes, it may be cut at an early stage of its growth and used as fodder. Later it 
may be put in the silo in any desired stage and if the season promises to be long enough it may be allowed to ripen for corn if this be 
decided upon. 


TWELVE SILO REASONS 


More feed can be stored in a given space in the form of silage than in the form of fodder or hay. 

There is a smaller loss of food material when a crop is made into silage, than when cured as fodder or hay.

Thin soil should be plowed shallow. On good soils depth of plowing seems to have little influence 
on the crop, plowing 5 to 7 inches deepis usual and is reeommended. : 

Sub-soiling for corn is not a profitablepractice. Cornshouldbe cultivated about once every week 
or ten days, especially after every rain orirrigation. Begin soon after the seed is sown and continue 
to cultivate until the stalks are nearly as high as a man’s head. The essential thing in corn cul- 
tivation is to keep the ground free from weeds and covered with a soil mulch. Remember that 
shallow cultivation should be practiced. 

The time of planting corn, with us, should be immediately after danger of frost is over and the

A FEW CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


HARDY ANNUALS. The best time tosow isin the fall months, 
as they will make much stronger plants and flower much more 


Few people are aware of the great number and variety of 
flowers that can be raisedfrom seed. In this glorious Southland, 
the time taken to obtain fine flowering specimens is not nearly 
so long as in colder climates, while varieties grow to splendid 
perfection, if given a reasonable amount of care. There may 
be a few of the very hardiest species that need a longer winter’s 
test than is here afforded, but it has been the experience of 
growers that these soon become acclimated and flower over a 
larger season than when the summer is short and hot—the 
winter long and cold. A little experience has to be obtained as 
to the suitability or otherwise, of certain kinds for special loca- 
tions but once a general idea of the likes and dislikes of the 
plants is obtained, it is plain sailing. 

One great advantage in raising a flower garden this way is the 
saving of money. The price of plants at certain seasons of the 
year and in times of scarcity, is high. This is unavoidable, but 
seeds can always be purchased for afewcents. Then theinterest 
of watching—first, the tiny germ or seed leaves and eventually 
the stems and flowers—is great. It has a charm that is always 
fresh, always new, and the grower has a feeling that he or she is 
indeed the real owner of the plant. It has never belonged to 
anyone else. ‘‘I raised that from seed,’’ the owner will say of 
perhaps a stately Delphinium or other fine herbaceous plant and 
the pride exhibited in that sentence is surely pardonable and 
proper. Then the pleasure of giving or exchanging plants with a 
neighbor. is facilitated by seedling raising, because there is 
always plenty for everybody, so different to having to buy them 
by the dozen, or hundred. A packet of seed usually means 
thousands. We have followed the usual course of catalog makers 
in classifying into hardy, half-hardy and tender annuals, bi- 
ennials and perennials, but this need not be taken too literally 
in California, for many things tender in the east, middle west 
and north, are perfectly hardy here and will grow outdoors the 
year around without protection of any kind. 

HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in the open air at any time. 
The name ‘‘Annual’’ indicates that they live only one season. 

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS should be sown in a frame or given 
some protection until the seed germinates if needed early. 
By the middle of April, itis quite safe to sowin the open. 

TENDER ANNUALS is a term used to distinguish those plants 
usually grown in greenhouses or frames. Speaking generally, 


they need more skillful treatment than the hardier kinds, though - 


itis getting quite common now to see such plants as Cyclamens, 
Cinerarias and others that were formerly grown entirely in 
greenhouses, flourishing outside on rockeries or beneath trees 
that throw sufficient shade to protect them from the hottest 
rays of the sun. Thisis a type of gardening peculiarly suitable 
for California, and espera, Southern California. Ask us

HARDY BIENNIALS are ee that flower in the second year 
from sowing the seed. 

HARDY PERENNIALS are among the finest of our border 
plants. They do not usually flower till the second year after 
sowing, but may be relied upon to produce larger clumps of 
flowers year by year for many years. 

HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS are those which require some 
protection during the coldest weather, as they will not stand frost. 

TENDER PERENNIALS are those species that require green- 
house or other protection during the greater part of the year. 
See also tender annuals. 


The Lemon Cucun ber 
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abundantly when wintered over. They may be sown in any 
finely-prepared shady border, and transplanted when large 
enough, to where they are to flower. Do not cover the seeds too 
deeply. A good rule is to cover each seed its own depth with soil, 
at the same time taking care to water carefully. Never water 
so much that the soil gets ‘“‘soggy,’’ i. e., saturated: nor ever let 
the top get dry. Most varieties will germinate within ten days. 

They may also be sown at any time during the spring months 
for summer blooming, care being taken to shade the young 
Dlants after transplanting, in hot weather. 


HALF-HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in April out-of-doors, 
or in boxes, in March or earlier. If in boxes they should be 
covered or removed under cover during the night-time and 
during heavy rains. Those who have hotbeds may sow the seed 
in February and grow the plants in three inch pots for planting 
outdoors in April, thus gaining two months on those who have | 
not this advantage. If sown in boxes, the boxes should- 
have an inch of rough soil or gravel at the bottom for drainage; 
the remainder of the box should be filled within an inch of the 
top with sifted, light. rich soil, firmly pressed, and watered. The 
seed should be sown, and covered its own depth with soil,then 
covered with a sack or burlap until germinated, when the cover- 
ing must be removed. When the young plants are large enough 
to be handled, transplant to other boxes, planting them about 
one inch apart, and, when weather permits, they should after- 
Wards be planted in the open ground in the place where they are 

oO flower. 


TENDER ANNUALS should be sown in pots as follows: Take 
a five or six-inch flower pot,put aninch of drainagein the bottom, 
then two inches of finely-sifted soil, firmly pressed, with a 
sprinkling of sand on top. Then sow the seed, and do not cover, 
but press into the soil. Water with a very fine sprinkler, and 
cover the top of the pot with a sheet of glass. Remove the glass 
for an hour daily to dry up the damp. When seedlings appear, 
gradually harden them off to the air. As soon as they can be 
handled, transplant to two-inch pots, and shift again when 
necessary. 

HARDY BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS should be sown in 
September. Many varieties, ifsown then, will flower the next 
year. If sown in spring they will not fiower till a year later. 
They may be sown in a shady border, and, when large enough, 
transplanted to where they are to remain. 

HALF-HARDY and TENDER PERENNIALS should be sown 
in boxes, and treated as recommended for Half-hardy Annuals 
till plants appear, when they should be transplanted to two 
inch pots, and shifted afterwards when necessary.

HINTS ON THE FORMATION OF LAWNS

Whenthe seedlings aretwo orthree inches 
high transfer to shallow boxes, placing about 1% inches apart 
each way, and when large enough transplant to where they are 
to remain, and water well the first year.

Our collection of Roses, herbaceous and perennial plants is one of the most up-to-date in this section of the country. The 
new. Iris, Phlox, Pelargoniums, Chrysanthemums and numerous other classes of plants to be found in the following pages are 
well worthy of your attention. If you desire to obtain the best results in your gardening efforts we believe you will find a 
careful perusal of these pages well worth while. 

There is one matter to which we desire to call the attention of our customers. It is this—during the past few years the 
overhead cost in the maintenance of our nursery department has greatly increased, in common with almost every other line of 
business. ‘The tremendously increased cost in labor, packing materials and the various other incidentals that apply to pre- 
paring a shipment in proper form so that it will reach the customer in good condition, makes it necessary for us to place a mini- 
mum on the size of the order that we can profitably ship. In former seasons we received many plant orders for small sums ranging 
from 10c, 20c, 35c, etc., wherein the actual cost of packing material and the labor involved consumed all the profit, and in fact, 
entailed a loss in the handling of the orders. 

As a result, therefore from the beginning of the season of 1920, we will not be able to fill shipping orders for plants 
wherein the order amounts to less than $1.00. We feel that we are entitled to a legitimate profit for the tremendous amount 
of labor we are obliged to expend in the packing of plants. We would state, however, that this rule does not apply to plants

Be Sure To’See The |95! 


Here we attempt to

CAUTION. Be careful in unpacking to note everything, 


and either plant, or cover up with moist soil at once. Moisten 
the roots, and do not allow them to become dry. 


PLANTING. Dig holes large enough to allow the roots of the 
tree to spread out in their natural position, carefully placing 
the finest and best soil from the surface in among the roots; 
when the soil is nearly filled in, throroughly settle the earth by 
filling the hole with water; after it settles, fill in the remainder 
of earth. In most soils, the use of water to settle the earth is 
much better than treading the soil with the foot. 


AFTER CULTURE. The ground should be kept loose and 
free from weeds. It is advantageous in a dry climate to throw 
around the tree, for a distance of two or three feet each way, a 
mulch of rough manure or litter. It prevents the ground from 
drying out and baking. 


PLANT AND SEED ORDERS should be kept separate, as 
during our rush season we may run short of some varie- 
ties of plants or trees and this sometimes causes a slight delay 
in receiving consignments from our various growing grounds. 
The rush of business is terrific during the winter and spring in 
the Nursery Department and orders cannot always be-shipped 
at once. With our present facilities we hope to have but few 
delays in filling orders, but in cases where the nursery-stock 
cannot be shipped at once, the seed orders will be shipped at 
once, and balance of order will follow when ready. :

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DUSTING VERSUS SPRAYING 


It has been years since there has been developed such a revolutionary means of insect control_as the Dusting Method.

With the introduction, however, of such materials as Corona Dry Arsenate of Lead and fine grades of Sulphur, rapid 
progress was made against fungous diseases such as apple scab, and insects such as codling moth, red spider and many others. 


PROFESSOR SMITH’S REMARKABLE DISCOVERY 


There still remained a class of insects known as the aphides, for which no satisfactory material had been developed. 
The Walnut Aphis, the Rose Aphis, the Melon Aphis and a host of others had to be combatted in the old way, namely by 
spraying with a nicotine solution. 

Several years ago Professor Ralph H. Smith of the University of California, became interested in dusting and after 
investigation and experimentation devised a dusting material for aphis control.

It is likewise true that where insect pests can be destroyed at such a low cost the practice of treating crops for the destruction 
of such pests is certain to become universal. I shall be surprised if fully 90 per cent of the walnut growers in California do 
not dust their trees next year if insect pests put in their appearance.”
